“The 1987-88 school year marked the beginning of the Polk- Hordville School District. The transition 
into one district was made easier by the dedication of staff and board to creating an excellent educational system. 
District 72 can look forward to many years of quality and affordable educational opportunities for all our 
students.” stated Superintendent Gray in the 1988 yearbook. A “Unity Celebration” day was held on June 27, 
1987 celebrating the merger and to unify the two communities. The day full of events included a relay race from 
Polk to Hordville and then back to Polk, kids 
games, a barbecue and the burying of a Time 
Capsule, which each class put something in it, 
by the High School which is scheduled to be 
opened in 2001. During the years each town 
celebrated their 90th birthday, these days in 
September of 1996 also brought both towns 
together in celebration. Over the years the 
two towns have become one in spirit and have 
focused on the school. 

Now 13 years later we will look back 
and reflect on the Polk-Hordville School 
District and the events and activities that have

left many memories to cherish. The school board members 
during the first year of the merger were: Linda Tyler, Dennis 
Stevens, Carol Stewart, Duane DeMers, Dennis Hendricks, 
Larry Ceder, Leonard DaMoude, Charles Shenk and Dan Collett. 


Superintendent was Dennis Gray, 

High School Principal was Fred Helmink and Elementary/ 
Middle School Principal was Carol Ortegren. These 
administrators took charge of 30 teachers, 3 secretaries, 5 cooks, 
3 custodians and 4 bus drivers. Three sites housed the many 
students who have attended school in our district. Elementary 
School, grades K-5, students attended in Polk; Middle School, 


High School 


grades 6-8, students attended in Hordville; and High School, 
grades 9-12, attended in Polk. 

The first graduating class had 17 members. The last 
graduating class had 20 members. The largest class during 
the 13 year history of Polk-Hordville was 1993 with 24 
members and the smallest class was 1994 with 9 members. 
These numbers do not include the foreign exchange 
students that attended the school. We have had a total of 14 
foreign exchange students during the last 13 years - 1 in 
1993; 3 in 1994; 2 in 1995; 2 in 1996; 2 in 1997; 3 in 1998 
and | in 1999, 

Looking back through the yearbooks for each year 
brings to mind the many honors and achievements that our 
activity teams have collected. There has been | State Championship (Girls Track in 1988), 2 State Runner-Ups 
(Girls Track in 1993 and Girls Volleyball in 1997), and 4 CRC Sweepstakes Trophies (For school years 1991-92, 


Middle School 
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1992-93, 1995-96, and 1997-98). Every team, Speech, One-Act, Football, Volleyball, Girls and Boys Basketball, 
Girls and Boys Track has made a trip, or two, to the State Contest in their sports or activity. Many conference 
championships have been won along with many individual honors that Polk-Hordville students have received. The 
records that have been compiled are among the best around. 

We must also look at the academic achievements that have been acquired through the years. The classroom 
projects, that the students, have been assigned have won various awards. Art students have had many awards 
bestowed on their artwork. The English department has sent in poems, essays and stories that have received various 

awards. Vocational Agriculture enters contests every year and 
has had excellent results. The Business classes have entered 
many competitions over the years and finish among the top 
every year. Physical Education has had students in weight 
competitions, and the Music department has compiled a 
collection of trophies and awards for their performances in 
parades and district contest. The band has grown in numbers 
throughout the years and made trips to Colorado and Chicago 
to perform. Chorus members have also made two trips where 
they sang the national anthem at a Royals game and a Twins 
game. 
We must not forget the honors bestowed on the 
Elementary school during the last 13 years. In 1991 the 3rd 
Class of 1988, the first graduating class of grade class, which was the class of 2000, was honored as one 
Polk-Hordville Public Schools. of President Bush’s “Points of Light”. A group of students, 
sponsors, Mr. Gray, and Mrs. Wurst traveled to Washington 
D.C. to receive the STAR Serve, Students Take Action & Responsibility, award. This program is still going strong 
today in the Polk-Hordville School and many other schools have started this program throughout the area. 

The school board members during this the last year were: Dan Collett, Brian Samuelson, Todd Andreasen, 
Rich Person, Craig Quick and Alan Pickrel. Superintendent and Elementary Principal was Dennis Gray, High School 
and Middle School Principal was Doug Gilson. The two administrators took charge of 27 teachers, 3 secretaries, 7 
cooks, 3 custodians and 6 bus drivers. The three sites that house the 232 students remain the same. 

To reflect on Mr. Gary’s statement from 13 years ago in the ‘ 88 yearbook, the education and experiences 
the students have received by attending the Polk-Hordville School system have provided quality and affordable 
educational opportunities for all our students. Many memories have been formed and will be cherished for the rest 
of our lives. The dissolving of a school district will never erase the remembrances that have been embedded in our 
minds. The forming of a new district can only add to the special events that will someday become our most 
cherished memories.
